From the above it will be seen that John Jenney was well-off finane 
Cisllye iis ned money to invest, ile was not a statesman, nor a diplomety: 
but a shrewd business man--not always successful in his ventures, and 
sometimes needing curbing; but again end azain appointed to advise or 
to serve on committess with those who were hichest in authority, as will 
be seen on checking through the long list of his activitios in Plymouth: 
and ftndesd it would seem that, in following ths caroer of Joon Jenney 
from the time of his lending in 1623 to his death in 16h, one sets a 
rather complete picturs of what iife in Plymouth was like in that spen 
of twentyeone yeers:

John Jenney was not the first one to attempt the builds 
ing of a mill at Plymouth, In 1633 Stephen Deens hed been 
euthoriued to build one, but he died in 163k, In July 1635 
four freemen were appointed to collect money to build, but 
tne plan fe11 throuch. So Jenney's was the third attemot[ 3], 


A cormmittea was appointed to view the grounds suitable for 
hey from Plymouth te Ilend Creek, with the purvose of mele 
ing distribution of such lend, {re committee comprised ‘ihe 
Governor (Mr.bredford), Hr yJohn Jenney, Mr.dohn browne, and 
“the Messenger," in the later distribution, John Jenney was 
given "where he hed the lsst yeare, end to edge more vpon 
the sedgey place, that there may be hey also gott there for 
the teame of the towne"[h], 


John Jonnsy entered a compisint asaint Samuell Gheundler 
to the amount of £20, “whereupon ea parcel) of beaver of the 
deffents wes arrested eboard the sd “pr Jenneys bark.”
